of our people, and acquird a competent skill in 
the Engliſh language. In his Preface he has hinted 
the motives which induc'd him to write the follow- 
ing Poem. But whatever was his real deſign, the 
_ Jriſþ Nation is greatly oblig'd to him, who has here 
diſclos d ſeveral anecdotes and curious occurrences 
which had eſcap'd the notice of all our own Hiſto- 
rians, Biographers, Memoir-writers, c. I will 
not preſume to defend Mr. Schefer's verſification, 
which I perceive has given great offence to ſome 
modern Critics and others, who ſet up for claſſical 


writers, as he himſelf ſeems to apprehend it would” | 


do. Yet allow me to fay, that in this reſpect he 
has wholly conform'd to the genius of his own 
country, where no poems, whether written in 
a living or a dead language, are in any reputationt. 
if rhyme is wanting; and a Laplander cannot find 
any harmony in the numbers of Virgil. Another 
objection, as I have heard, has been made to the. 
characters and perſons which our Author has intro- 
duc'd as being far beneath the dignity of an Epic 
Poem, and only fit to appear in a Dutch Muſic- 
houſe or a Smithſield Droll. Myra, the principat 
Hero or Heroine (for ſhe was both a man and 2 
woman) from whom the Poet has denominated his 
work, is repreſented as a deform'd: old Hag, pof- 
ſeſs d of all the vices and ill qualities that can poſ- 
ſibly enter into the compoſition of an Human crea- 
ture. The Picture of the witch Dueſſa in Spencer 
is ſcarce more ſhocking than the Deſcription of 
_ Schefer's Hermaphrodite. Even Mars and Volran, 
the two Gods, to whom our Author addreſſes his 
| Invo- 


The TranstaTors PRETA Z. 
Invocation, and whoſe great Deeds he labours to 
record, preſently fink in the Reader's eſteem, and 
at length appear as infamous as any of the loweſt 
order of Mortals. But to this it may be anſwered, 
that Praiſe is not always to be reſtrain'd to the Vir- 
tuons, the Wiſe or the Brave. Tyrants and Fools 
have had their Poets and Panegyrifts, their real or 
pretended Admirers: and the Beſt and Wittieſt men 
have ſometimes employ'd their talents in celebrat- 
ing the actions of the very Worſt. Don Quixote 
was a Madman, Sir Hudibras was a Coward and a 
Knave, and the Devil himſelf is the Hero of the 
nobleſt Poem. that is extant in the Engliſh tongue. 
But if our Author has his faults, it muſt be confeſs d. 
that he has likewiſe many excellencies. His deſign 
is regular, juſt, and uniform. He has obſerv'd a 
proper compaſs of time, the whole Action of the 
Poem having been accompliſt'd in forty eight hours. 
His Adventures are not out of nature or poflibility. 
The Metamorphoſis of Myra is indeed a wonderful 


Event: and the Poet has called in a Goddeſs to 


perform the Operation. Yet if credit may be 
given to ſome learned Hiſtorians and Anatomiſts, 
even ſuch a Change may be wrought without the 
| ition of a Deity, and is not uncommonty 
the effect of a natural cauſe. Bur I ſhalt enlarge 
on this ſubject in my Annotations on the fourth 
Book, where the manner of the old Matron's Trans- 
formation is particularly reported. I don't know 
whether it will be allow'd as a proper commenda - 
tion of our Author to ſay, that the Battle of Mars 
and Myra, which is the chief Action and Cata-

ſtrophe of the Poem is related ſimply without any 
poetical ornament, or any one circumſtance or in- 
cident thrown in by the Author to embelliſh his 
Narration. From hence ſome learned Criticks have 
too haſtily concluded, that Mr. Scheffer has aim d 
rather to be thought a faithful Hiſtorian than a 
good Poet. Thus my Countryman Tir-Oen, Schef- 
ferus noſter Mavortis ac Miræ monomachiam can- 
tando ne quidem aliquid affinxit, neque vera fal- 
ſis remiſtuit ; ſed res geſtas, perſonaſque tales ex- 
hibuit, quales ante Schefferi carmen nobis innotuere. 
Veretur profecto vir bonus ne nimis poeta eſſe vi- 
deatur. Mr. Scheffer, in his deſcription of the 
Combat between Mars and Myra has added no- 
thing of his own, nor mingled Fiction with the 
true Hiſtory: but he has drawn the Combatants ſuch 

as they are, and has related the particulars of the 
Fight exactly as they happened; which were well 
known to us before Mr. Scheffer publiſh'd his Poem. 
This honeſt Gentleman was really afraid of being re- 
puted too much a Poet. Mr. Wetſtein in his Pre- 
face to the Amſterdam Edition of our Author's 
works, gives into the ſame opinion, Hermaphro- 
 diti & Martis duellum ſatis digne ſcripſit Scheffe-. 
rus. Haud quid autem commentus eſt de ſuâ ſen 
tentid, nec carmini addidit pondus. Fidus hiſtort- 
ole ſcriptor ; timidus poeta. Scheffer has given us 
a relation of the Duel which Mars fought with 
the Hermaphrodite ; and he has told his tale well 
enough; but he has not added any circumſtances 
from his own invention, ſo as by that means to 
adorn and give a weight to his Song. He is 4

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faithful Hiſtorian, but a very timorous Poet. But 


with all due deference to the judgment of theſe 


Great Men, I do not conceive, that a good Hiſtorian 
and a good Poet are incompatible characters; or 
that a mighty Warrior needs any adventitious bla- 
zonry, and to be dreſsd up with falſe colours, 
when the true hiſtory of his life and actions is ſuf- 
ficient to create ſurprize and delight in every Rea- 


der. If I was diſposd to celebrate King Arthur 


and the Knights: of his table, or to exalt ſome other 


Worthies among his Royal Succeſſors, I ſhould cer- 
tainly have recourſe to the Invention of my Muſe, 
both to form the Hero, and to furniſh the Adven- 
tures. But if I was to deſcribe Alexander at T yre, 
Ceſar at Alexia, or the late King of Sweden at 
Bender, 1 ſhould ſcarce think I did any honour to 
the Heroes or to my ſelf, by involving the greateſt 
deeds that ever were perform'd in Fiction and Fable. 

Thus much I have thought proper to ſay in be- 


half of my Author. On my own account 1 ſhall 


only add, that I have followed him ſtep by ſtep, 
and have endeavoured to render the exact ſenſe 
and meaning of this famous Gothic Poem. Indeed 
my Verſion is almoſt literal, as may immediately 
be diſcern'd by comparing it with the Original. 
I have taken no other liberties, but only in the 
firſt place, to change Mr. Schefer's Title, which I

He had 
His Forges in the Iſlands of Lemnos, Li- 
and ZEtna, where he made Thun- 
derbolts for Fupiter, and Arms for the reſt 
of the Gods; as well as all other Utenſils 
which they required. By Jupiters Order 
He was married to Venus. But he was fo 
deform'd, and was always fo black and 
dirty, that the Goddeſs was ſoon diſguſted 
with her Spouſe, and made no Scruple to 
chuſe from among the other Gods or Men 
ſuch Gallants, as ſhe fancied. Volcan, while 
he was an Infant, had been kick d out of 
Heaven by his Father Jupiter, and broke 
his Leg by the Fall, which was ſo ill ſet, 
that ever afterwards he went limping. 
His Office in Heaven was to ſerve in quali- 
ty of Cup-bearer upon all great Feſtivals. 
And Homer tells us, that the Gods were 
much diverted by his Buffoonery. But 
having at length enter'd into a Conſpiracy 
with his Brother Mars he was  baniſh'd 
with him, Anno Mund: and had 
this Iſland aſſign d him for the Place of 
His Exile. During the late Civil War 
he ſerv'd in the Army, where he was 
dignify'd with the Title of Captain. 
But War was a Service which did nat in 
the, leaſt agree with bis Conſtitution.

While he was in Poſſeſſion of this lu- 
crative Office he counted the Publick 
Money over a large Gridiron, and all the 
Pieces which fell thro' the Bars he lay'd 
apart for his own uſe. By this means he 
acquir'd immenſe Riches in a few Years. 
And when at laſt he became ſuſpected 
by reaſon of the great Deficiencies in the 
Exchequer, he declar'd himſelf a Bankrupt, 
and pretending to give up all his Effects 
compounded his Peculation for Six-pence 
in the Pound. To conciliate the Affecti - 
ons of the Country, which he had fo 
ſhamefully plunder'd, he undertook to 
enrich our People by ing a new 
Manufacture, and teaching us the Art of 
making Glaſs Bottles. Hence he was 
call'd Volcanus Vitriarius. He had like- 
wiſe the Sirname or Title of Archi-Car- 
bonarius beſtowed on him, becauſe he 
firſt diſcover'd Coal Mines in Ireland. 
But he was beſt known by the Name of 
Vol, a Diminutive from Volcan, as we fay 
Will, Tom, Kit, &c. Tho' I muſt not 
here omit to take notice, that ſome learn- 
ed Criticks derive it from the French 
Vel or Voleur, a Thief or Robber, which 
is certainly no unnatural Etymology.
